The Study of Mechanics. 


If a man would be a good mechanic, he must 


learn his trade well. 
1 would have young men, 


and appienlices especially,notice the word learn; 
there is great importance attached to it. 
Let 


no day pass without learning some useful 
thing. 
"Count that day lost whose west declining gun 
Views from your hand no worthy action done." 


t. it i* t4w» oaf, or abu«e, of that one word (learn- 
ed) that mar* oi makes the man—the mechanic. 
Just write in your note-book the old saying 
"iNatutal born mechanics,'' and see how it looks, 
and what it means. It certainly does not mean 
what it says; the infant lias no mechanical, and 
scdrce any other instinct. Man is bor$ with 
much less capacity, of body and mind, than a 
horse, or almost any other beast. 
The beast has 


but little to learn—man every thing; he is a pro- 
gressive being:, and has the power within him- 
self to advance his own knowledge and abilities; 
his inclination may lead him to mechanical pur- 
suits, or something else; and whether this is a 
natural or acquued propensity, it is un necessary 
to discuss—whatever he knows, he must learn— 
and he will learn that fastest, the study of which 
pleases him most; still it is necessary to the per- 
lection ot any art, to study many things that are 
dull and unmteiesting in themselves. Do notes- 
pect to be a good mechanic from any innate prin- 
ciple—place but little confidence in genius—but 
rely confidently on your powers of acquiring 
knowledge by dilligent application; and whether 
you have genius or not--whetlier your phrenolog- 
ical developments are mechanical or not, if you 
have cemmon sense and common strength and 
activity, you will be a good mechanic. 


The idea that some men cannot be mechanics 


is enoneons, and should be thrown out of the 
vocabulary ot sayings ; it prevents many from 
trying to improve, which is the only thing ne- 
cessarv ; if a man tries, he must learn some one 
thmff,"and every additional (act that we acquire 
assists us in acquiring others. The carpenter 
learns to home a small house, of simple con- 
struction, and he has then learned the most im- 
portant and difficult part of framing a laige and 
intricate building. Every item of knowledge 
that we acquire is a key to something else ; the 
more we learn the easier we learn 
Knowledge, 


like money, if put to use will yield an interest, 
and this will be compounded according to the 
industry ol the possessor. 


There are many sources from which a me- 


chanic may derive instruction ; and still there 
are few who think of going to the fountain head, 
and consulting the woiks of the Great Archi- 
tect or the universe, and universal nature, for it. 
Yet these works first suggested the ideas, and 
were the models for the architect, sculptor, and 
machinist. 
'"~\_ 


The light of science is cnnstantly/discov^rmjj- 


new beauties, and important mechanical rela- 
tions in the inanimate, vegetable An$ animate 
world, as well as in the motions ofyth* heavenly 
bodies, and they are accessible to all; and tne 
jneehanic will derive pleasure and profit from 
the study of these subjects. 
From geology he 


will learn the structure and organization of the 
earth, the manner m which the rock* are laid 
for a foundation ; how minerals are deposited, 
and the formation ol the superstructure, which 
is calculated for producing and supporting veg- 
etable and rtfiirrral lile. 


But to the mechanic nn study can be more 


useful or pleasant than Natural Philosophy. We 
see tbe plant of » season, (as corn or wheat), 
springing from the ground with the commence- 
ment ot warm weather; but the seed bag been 
matured for the perpetuation of the species.— 
The root of a yearly plant is not ai firmly fixed 
in the ground as the root of the oak ; the stalk 
is not so itrnng, it was wanted to hit but one 
year; its place, root and branch, would be re- 
quired neityear for a new plant, which would 
require the decomposition ot the parent stock for 
it* sustenance. 
These are mechanical lesson ; 


it' a bouse is to be built to lUnd but one yeai, a 
deep and strong foundation need not be laid, nor 
the superstructure as firmly built, or of as dara- 


ble roiUriali, u if it wei« intended to lut for 
agea. 


The machinist w 11 find, in tbe structure of 


the animal frame, specimen* of mechanical skill 
from which be may; d?«w much 
information, 


but fur sur pacing- hit abilities to imitate. 


But to the first proposition : let me jwy again 


to the young mechanic, study and learn— use 
abilities that God ha» gi*«n you;,to the best ad- 
vantage, and whether you are a genius or nat- 
uial mechanic or not, you need not fear the re- 
suit.— Ptaine Farmer.
